exchange of ideas, the free play of 
the mind that comes from educa­ 
tion. " 
The President spoke at the new 
Franklin D. Roosevelt high school, 
dedicating it and two nearby grade 
schools, erected at a cost of $1,300,000 
with the assistance of the PWA.

In them, and in other schools of 
America, Mr. Roosevelt said, will 
be trained the nation's youth—"not 
for enforced labor camps or for 
regimentation as an enslaved citi- 
lenry, but for the intelligent exer­

BROWNSVILLE — At least 50 
banded white-wings have been re- j 
ported by Valley hunters during 
the present season. G. B. Saunders 
of the Federal Fish and Wildlife 
service said Saturday. 
The birds, banded In nesting 
grounds in Cameron and Hidalgo 
counties, have been shot in a num­ 
ber of localities in Hidalgo, Cam- j 
eron, Willacy, Starr and Zapata 
counties. Mr. Saunders said. Pe- 
turns on birds killed in more dis­ 
tant counties are expected in the 
near future Only two of the birds 
reported were killed in Mexico. 
"This assistance by hunters.” Mr 
Saunders said, "has greatly increas­ 
ed the effectiveness of the banding 
program and will speed up the gath­ 
ering of information on the post­ 
season migration of white-wings.” 
Mr. Sanders asked persons know­ 
ing of any bands not yet reported 
to notify their local newspaper, 
game warden or hardware dealer, 
or to send a postcard to the state 
game commission at Austin or the 
biological survey at Washington, 
i D. C.

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Dictators 'Ready To Strike’ In 'Vulnerable’ Spots 
BERLIN SAYS 
NEXT MOVE IS 
NOW READY 
Mediterranean M a y 
Be Battleground 


By The Associated Press 
BERLIN—Germany and Italy are 
ready to strike new blows at Britain 
in some “vulnerable spot.* Nazi 
informants indicated Saturday amid 
talk the eastern Mediterranean may 
now become a battleground. 
Emphasized w as the notion 
Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini 
reached momentous decisions in 
Brenner Pass Friday and soon 
would act. 
It was a meeting, said one au­ 
thorized person, whose subject was 
not peace but victory—a "war and 
diplomatic council.” 
It’s A Secret 
‘ England,” he observed, “is vul­ 
nerable in many places. Naturally, 
we cannot tell you where." 
Saying winter would bring no 
breathing spell to England, the 
Hamburger Fremdenblatt declared 
the new German-Italian-Japanese 
alliance had “created the political 
pre-conditions fot* pursuing the 
war against •'England on all fronts.”

When, however. I have found » 


large factory, store, or bank con- 
trolled by intelligent young men, 
these young men are both opti- 
mistic and making money. Having 
never known the easy days, they 
assume 
present-day 
restrictions, 


taxes, etc, to be normal. They do 
not 
belly-ache about them; 
but 


cheerfully accept them. Does this 
mean that "America is in need of 
some funerals? I don't know. 


Old vs New Industries 


I was greatly interested recently 


in comparing the directors of a 
Boston bank with those of a Los 
Aogeles bank. As I sat at the board 
meeting of the Boston bank, I a; v 
hat all the members were engaged 
In declining Industries. One was 
president of a large anthracite coal 
company; another owned outmoded 
hotels'; another was high up in the 
railroad industry; while all were 
Republicans!

In fact, a study of the new 
census figures shows that the pop- 
ulation of many of these large cities 
has actually decreased during the 
past ten years although the popu- 
lation of the country as a whole 
has increased about ten 
million. 


This has caused certain cities like 
San Francisco, which has lost thou- 
sands because of the C.I.O. labor 
strike, to demand recounts.

Many hunters are very conscienti- 


ous about shooting from fairly open 
stands, shooting or.«y at birds which 
they have a good chance of retriev- 
ing, and about retrieving them im- 
mediately to avoid losing them in 
the brush or weeds. 
There 
are 


hundreds of hunters however, who 
are still too thoughtless about this 
matter, and, as a result thousands 
of White-wings are shot and wasted 
each season. 


To determine this waste in one 


locality an investigation was made 
where many White-wings shot were 
falling in the brush. Twenty-one 
dead birds were found by one man 
in twenty-five minutes search near 
the edge of this brush, and it was 
estimated that there were at least 
500 dead birds to the mile near 
each side of this road. Many others 
which were not killed outright had 
doubtless wandered farther back in 
the brush or had sought refuge in 
rat burrows or dense 
clumps of 


prickly pear. It was clearly evident 
that many hunters shooting there 
were retrieving only those birds 
which fell within easy reach. This 
practice causes a tremendous waste 
of game. 


In one locality east of San Manuel 


several hunters who were shooting 
in a very small clearing in heavy 
(haparral were observed and a rec- 
ord kept of the birds they lost or 
crippled. For the forty-eight White- 
wings retrieved there were twenty- 
seven killed and eight fatally in- 
jured which were not found in the 
dense brush. Sixteen other birds 
i'ere wounded sufficiently that they 
separated from the flock and glided 
into the woods beyond reach of

•lency in German public opinion— 
which they-regard as dangerous—to 
expect miracles where mechanics] 
robots do the fighting, not men 
Before this writer is a translation 
of an article in a Berlin technica 
military journal. "Militar Ochen- 
blatt," appearing in Berlin last 
August. Its title is "Die Infantrie 
Im Blitzkrieg" and it came from 
the pen of a German professional 
soldier of rank. 


He analyzes Nazi army victories 


from Poland to the final cracking oi 
the French line on the Sonime- 
Aisne which brought France to her 
knees. 
This is his conclusion; 


"They (the battles) have proved 


that the enemy's last resistance 
must be broken, a* hitherto, by 
the infantry, and that in the last 
hundred meters of a charge the 
Infantry must accomplish thin re- 
sult unaided (by tanks,, aircraft or 
artillery) and solely by force of 
Its own weapons. . . . it (the 
German infantry) bore the main 
burden of the struggle and prov- 
ed to be queen of the battlefield." 
The writer quotes from present 


German army regulations to govern 
training for "combined arms" as 
follows; 


Up To Infantry 


'The object of all arms fs to al- 


low the infantry to reach the enemy 
while still in possession of sufficient 
firing and attacking power to bring 
about a final decision." 


If "In many, places" In those bat- 


tles the Nazi infantry came to 
grins with "an already crushed 
foe" due to effectiveness of Nazi 
aviation and tanks, the author 
adds, "this merely proves that our 
troops of all arms have been 
properly trained and not that (he 
Importance of the Infantry's mis- 
sion has diminished." 
Because of that training, also, the 


writer adds, German infantry fre- 
quently reached its objective "with 
ncredibly small losses" and was 
able to spring forward in hot pur- 
suit to exploit a tactical succes^ and 
turn it into a smashing strategic vic- 
ory.

"This necessitates bold and decl- 


;ive action on the part of subordi- 
nate commanders, who can usually 
count only on their own respective 
mils and must wage the combat 
vithout relying on assistance of 
heir neighbors," the article added,

turns on Ijirds killed in more dis- 
tant counties are expected in the 
near future. Only two of the birds 
reported were killed in Mexico. 


"This assistance by hunters," Mr. 


Saunders said, "has greatly increas- 
ed the effectiveness of the banding 
program and will speed up the gath- 
ering of information on the post- 
season migration of white-wings." 


Mr. Sanders asked persons know- i 


ing of any bands not yet reported I 
to notify their local newspaper, 
game warden or hardware dealer.

game commission at Austin or the

October, 1935, steadily

upward, he joined the production 
department of Station WLW in 
Cincinnati, where he learned much 
about 
the 
technique of radio 


presentations, later to stand him 
in good stead as he developed 
his own famous program. 


In April, 1936, Valentine came 


back to San Antonio, and work- 
ed out the details of his "Dr. 
I. Q." program. Finally develop- 
ing the presentation, he first was 
presented as "Dr. I. Q." in Jan- 
uary, 1939. in Atlanta, Georgia.

from these causes, but the present 
appalling mortality could and should 
be greatly reduced if hunters would 
take the situation to heart. 


Many hunters are very conscienti- 


ous about shooting from fairly open 
stands, shooting orfy at birds which 
they have a good chance of retriev- 
ing, and about retrieving them im- 
mediately to avoid losing them in 
the brush or weeds. There 
are 


hundreds of hunters however, who 
are still too thoughtless about this 
matter, and. as a result thousands 
of White-wings are shot and wasted 
each season. 


To determine this waste in one 


locality an investigation was made 
where many White-wings shot were 
falling in the brush. Twenty-one 
dead birds were found by one man 
in twenty-five minutes search near 
the edge of this brush, and it was 
estimated that there were at least 
500 dead birds to the mile near 
each side of this road. Many others 
which were-not killed outright had 
doubtless wandered farther back in 
the brush or had sought refuge in 
rat burrows or dense 
clumps of 


prickly pear. It was clearly evident 
that many hunters shooting there 
were retrieving only those birds 
which fell within easy reach. This 
practice causes a tremendous waste 
of game.

Twelve other birds lost 
feathers and showed by their flight 
that they had been hit. For the 
forty-eight bagged there were thir- 
ty-five lost and twenty-eight wound- 
ed. Of those latter several were 
probably sufficiently wounded that 
they never took wing again. If 
these men had shot at birds within 
range of retrieving, this loss would 
have been greatly reduced. 


The score of these hunters ap- 


parently compares with the average 
at stands surrounded

ported by State investigators on the 
basis of many hunters' own state- 
ments that for every ten birds bag- 
ged in 1939 at all types of shooting 
stands four were lost, but field ob- 
servations have indicated that many 
hunters greatly underestimate their 
losses.

<if an article in a Berlin technical 
military journal,. "Militar Ochen- 
blatt," appearing in Berlin

August. Its title is "Die Infantrie 
Im Blitzkrieg" and it came from 
the pen of a German professional 
soldier of rank. 
. He analyzes Nazi army victories 
from Poland to the final cracking of 
the French • line on the Somme- 
Aisne which brought France to her 
knees. 
This is his conclusion: 


"They (the battles) have proved 


that the enemy's last resistance 
must be broken, as hitherto,^by 
the Infantry, and that in the last 
hundred meters of a charge the 
infantry must accomplish this re- 
sult unaided (by tanks, aircraft or 
artillery) and solely by force of 
Its own weapons. . . . It (the 
German Infantry) bore the main 
burden of the struggle and prov- 
ed to be queen of the battlefield."
